When you 
install Windows NT, the Setup pro- 
gram generates a unique 96-bit num- 
ber called a Security ID, or SID, for the 
computer. This number serves as the 
basis for all user accounts on that com- 
puter, and it's at the core of NT's 
daunting security architecture. If you 
simply copy files from one PC to 
another, you'll end up with duplicate 
SIDs on the same network, and it 
will be impossible to set up effective 
security controls. 

Fortunately, there's a solution for 
both leading drive-copy programs. 
PowerQuest (www.powerquest.com) 
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NT Nightmare: Security ius, aKa sius, give 
administrators fits if they're not unique. 
New utilities help manage them.

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Going Once, Going Twice 

Picture yourself as Barry Diller of cable TV's Home Shopping Network: pudgy, bald, 
boring. Rich enough to buy Peru. Anyone who hangs a shingle in cyberspace should 
think about where the next Diller lurks. Online auctions are a good place to start looking. 
If Diller's network wormed its way into mainstream American living rooms from the 
trailer-trash fringe (porcelain Bill and Hillary figurines, anyone?), 
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Web auctions enjoy instant, broad 
appeal. It's no wonder they've 
exploded on the Net in the last year. 

Bidders' Booty Think that's 
overstating things? Internet auctions 
have always been great places to pick 
up 2,000-year-old coins, antique 
Pairpoint whale oil lamps, and other 
weirdo collectibles. Today you're 
more likely to snag great deals on 
Sony cordless phones (for as little as 
a buck), 166MHz Pentium PCs (that 
start at $299), Barbie dolls, nose-hair 
trimmers, and every other consumer 
geegaw known to Wal-Mart and 
Western civilization. 

Sotheby's it ain't. But suddenly 
hundreds of Web sites are getting in on 
the act. What's behind this madness? 
As with the Home Shopping 
Network, online auctions make use of 
the medium as no one could have 
imagined. And the effects are reaching 
well beyond the Net. They're 
changing the very relationship 
between merchant and consumer. 

Unlike haggling, which is too labor 
intensive (read: expensive) for retailers 
and too demeaning for most 
consumers, auctions allow bidders to 
pay exactly what they think an item is 
wortii. Arid unJike lonely strip malls, 
auctions breed excitement. Call it 
competitive shopping, it's an 
entertainment in its own right. 

Slam the Gavel Meanwhile, Web 
auction houses are getting rich. The 
Internet Shopping Network's First 
Auction site (www.firstauction 
.com) — a subsidiary of the Home 
Shopping Network (hello, Barry 
Diller) — hawks golf clubs, espresso 
machines, genuine faux cubic zirconia 
jewelry, and Ginsu knives. 

A recent visit showed opening bids 
ranging from $1 for an Interdental

Plaque Remover to nearly $350 for a 
Kenwood CD stereo system. This is 
not a high-rent neighborhood. Yet 
First Auction sells $1.5 million worth 
of this late-night TV fare a month, a 
figure that the company expects to 
easily double within the year. 

OnSale (www.onsale.com) — one of 
the oldest and most popular auction 
sites — pushes refurbished personal 
computers and other consumer 
electronics gear. It rakes in an estimated 
$8 million a month and draws as many 



as 150,000 daily visitors — far more than 
tread through your gloomy local mall. 

Visitors love it because of the 
bargains — often 30 to 50 percent off 
what they'd pay elsewhere. More to 
the point, OnSale's merchandise is 
rarely available on the open market. 
It's gear that liquidators sell to 
businesses, not to consumers. 

That's one secret for turning a buck 
with online auctions: rare merchandise. 
But even when the goods are cheesy 
fake diamonds, Partridge Family CDs, 
and marital aids, there's money to be 
made. Auctioneers have no marketing 
osts, no rent for retail space, no 
payrolls for dumb sales clerks. 

Even so, it's the Web that makes the 
profit cake bake. To heat up the 
bidding, an auction must reach a large 
audience. No interactive medium can 
urge thousands of people around the 
world to bid up your bottom line with 
a matter of mouse clicks. They arrive 
in boatloads because it's fun. 

Beanie Baby Fever EBay 
(www.ebay.com) typifies the auction 
fever sweeping the Net. The equivalent 
of a neighborhood flea market, it sells 
everything from vintage jewelry to 
antiques of questionable value. It 
recently became one of the five most- 
visited Web shopping sites, beating out 
Barnes & Noble and Auto-By-Tel. 

Outfits like EBay played an indirect 
role in the Beanie Baby craze that 
swept the nation last Christmas.

I've 
always suspected that both Bill Ziff 
and Paul Allen rebuffed Louis 
Rossetto and Jane Metcalfe when 
they were begging for money to 
start this thing. 

Unfortunately, the blasting goes 
only so far before it turns into 
sickening hero-worshiping and 
pathetic blathering. A cover page 
and an entire fluff piece were 
dedicated to, of all people, Penn 
Jillette. Here's a guy whose 
contributions to society have been 
stunning.

Wired tried to run a slam piece 
against me once and came up 
with an insulting one-page bio. 
The writer told me that Kevin Kelly, 
the editor, wanted her to do 



something negative. Thanks, Kevin, 
I love you too. 

A comment I made about Wired 
when it first appeared may have gotten 
back to Kelly. I called it "CoEvolution 
Quarterly" on rag content. Kelly 
worked with Brand, and a few years 
earlier I had written a harsh critical 
review of Brand's book about the 
Media Lab. I was dubious of the lab 
and puzzled over some of 
Negroponte's background as outlined 
in the book. Perhaps the slam was a 
writer's make-good on behalf of Brand 
and Negroponte. It happens 

The kicker to this review was a 
visit I made to the Media Lab with 
some Hearst Corporation executives. 
In the rather interesting tour and 
sales pitch for money, Negroponte 
called Brand's book a "great sales 
tool." I'll never forget him waving it 
around as if it were done by a PR 
agency. I took all the material with 
me and planned on doing a little 
slam piece on the lab, but never had 
the heart to do it. 

Ruined The reason for this is that 
at the heart of the matter the Media 
Lab serves a cool function and keeps 
things interesting. Wired, for the 
most part, does the same thing. It's a 
cultural icon that is being ruined as 
this is written. Many may consider 
Louis Rossetto the biggest jerk in 
the world, but he is Wired, and they 
shoved him out because he was 
doing his job as editor too well. 
He's known for defending writers' 
rights and spotting cultural changes 
better than anyone. Furthermore, 
my complaints about puffery and 
self-conscious writing are far 
overshadowed by the incredible 
articles the magazine has printed 
over the years.

Running Windows NT on a 
notebook is about as much 
fun as vacationing in a Missis- 

sippi county jail. But with the 

arrival of the mobile version of Inters Pen- 
tium II chip, six first-generation portables 
from IBM, Toshiba, Hewlett-Packard, 
Gateway, Dell, and Quantex give you the 
p OWCr — if n ot all the pieces — to tame 
Microsoft's top-drawer operating system. 

Executive Privilege As you'd 
expect, all six boxes are pricey, top-of- 
the-line affairs. Their stickers vary by 
more than $2,000. But for managers who 
need the power, this cost can be written 
off in a single sales call. 

For the money, you get about a 20 per- 
cent boost in performance over similarly 
equipped 266MHz MMX Pentium note- 
books running Windows 95, and consid- 
erably more under Windows NT. This 
should appeal to business folk migrating 
from one OS to the other. 

The machines themselves have plenty 
of appeal. After all, they're no small tech- 
nical feat. Never mind what it takes to 
shoehorn the physical chip and its L2 cache 
into a notebook form factor; the twin 
bugaboos for creating a mobile version of 




the Pentium II have been heat and the hit 
on battery life. Intel has done a fine job of 
damage control on both fronts. 

The more transistors on a chip, the 
more electricity it devours. Electricity is 
dissipated primarily as heat. It's hard 
enough to keep cool the 5.4 million tran- 
sistors on your basic high-megahertz 
MMX Pentium CPU. The Pentium II has 
7.5 million transistors— nearly 40 percent 
more. Even more disconcerting, Intel has 
introduced these mobile chips in 233MHz 
and 266MHz versions, both of which fall 
at the toasty end of what the tight con- 
fines of a notebook can bear. 

So how do you prevent total system 
meltdown? In a word, fans. All six porta- 
bles we evaluated come with tiny, rela- 
tively quiet blowers. 

Yet this raises the other specter haunt- 
ing the Pentium II. Fans suck down bat- 
tery charge as if it were Gatorade. And the 
Pentium II itself— along with its generous 
512K L2 cache— requires more juice than 
a simple MMX Pentium. Plus if you're 
going to run NT on your box now or in 
the future, you'll want to stock it with at 
least 64MB of RAM, and memory chips 
slurp electricity too. 



IBM ThinkPad 600 

Verdict: No better— or lighter— way to put a 
Pentium II on the road. 
Pros: Feathery weight; first-rate usability. 

Cons: Gouging price.

Even so, all six notebooks turned up 
pleasant surprises when PC Computings 
Performance Labs put them through bat- 
tery tests. Yes, you take a hit in charge life 
with a Pentium II notebook over your 
plain-Jane Pentium. And no, you can't 
make a Los Angeles-to-New York flight 
without a second battery on hand. But 
you can expect anywhere from 2.5 hours 
(the Quantex H-1331) to a not-too- 
shabby 3.5 hours (the Hewlett-Packard 
OmniBook 7100) on a charge. 

LA to Phoenix? That's decent for any 
notebook. Credit goes partially to Intel 
for milling its mobile Pentium II using the 
same compact 2.5-micron process used for 
the mobile P5 chip. Internally, the CPU's 
draw on power can slump all the way 
down to 1.8 volts. And even at full steam, 
it draws only 2.7 volts. 

But let's be honest: You'll be toting a 
heavy load with these notebooks on 
account of b ig batteries. The IBM ThinkPad 
600 will please your shoulders the most, 
thanks to its relatively feathery 4.9 pounds, 
when stripped to its skivvies. The Gateway 
2000 Solo 9100 LS and the HP OmniBook 
7100, on the other hand, weigh a whopping 
8.3 pounds in the buff. When dressed for 
travel, they tip the scales at well 
over 9 pounds, which is one 
heavy turkey when trotting down 
long concourses in crowded air- 
ports. So buy a wheelbarrow for 
hauling your notebook. 

The show these machines 
present will impress your clients 
to no end. All come with 13.3- 
to 14.1 -inch active-matrix dis- 
plays — viewable by audiences 
of up to five. The Toshiba Tecra 
780DVD is the only notebook 
that ships with hardware-based 
MPEG-2 support; the others, 
except the Quantex, offer a soft- 
ware solution. All but the Dell 
Inspiron 3200 D266XT and the 
Quantex H-1331 feature video- 
out ports. And all come with 
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Guide to PC Computing's Ratings

Winners' Circle Technical stats 
aside, none of these machines will disap- 
point should your IS manager hand you 
one tomorrow morning. But if you Ve 
got a say in the matter, get the IBM 
ThinkPad 600. It's not the fastest, nor 
the longest lived (though it tied with the 
Toshiba Tecra 780DVD for the second- 
longest charge life— and remember this 
is with a sub-6-pound weight). More 
important, the ThinkPad's usability suf- 
fers no peer. 

By the time you read this, you'll be 
able to swap out the machine's CD- 
ROM drive for an optional DVD 
drive — or a second battery, a second 
hard drive, or a floppy drive. The 
machine's 13.3-inch screen isn't as big as 
the displays on the Gateway Solo or the 
HP OmniBook. But its brightness and 
color saturation make it a stunning pre- 
sentation platform. (With the note- 
book's weight savings, tote along a pair 
of external speakers; like all the 
machines here, the integrated pair will 
make you howl in pain.) 

With 64MB of memory, a 4GB hard 
drive, and a 24-speed CD-ROM drive, 
the ThinkPad costs $5,499. Shocking? 
Oh my, yes. But when you need the 
power of a Pentium II in the best box 
available, this is the machine to get. 

Wait just a minute, you say. The 
Toshiba Tecra 780DVD performs better 
than the IBM ThinkPad (by a small mar- 
gin), it lasts exactly as long on a charge, 
and it comes with a whopping 8.1GB hard 
drive. It's got all the options and multi- 
media glitz of the ThinkPad. What's more, 
it includes a DVD drive as standard equip- 
ment, yet costs exactly the same as the 
ThinkPad. What gives.'' 

You've got a point. If features matter 
more than usability, the Tecra's definitely 
got the edge. It stacks up to the ThinkPad 
eyeball to eyeball, then sneaks in some 
goodies — videoconferencing software 
being one of the splashier toys. It's even

Of course, a notebook purchase order 
that exceeds $5,000 will make some bean 
counters cough blood. For the strong of 
shoulder, Hewlett-Packard's seductive 
8.3-pound OmniBook 7100 delivers bet- 
ter dollar value and lasts a little longer on a 
charge than the ThinkPad or the Tecra. Its 
performance isn't shabby either.

edge out the StarFighter by 2 
points in 2-D, but that's a small 
difference in real life.

Hewlett-Packard's 
new OmniBook 
Sojourn is thinner 
than your wallet 
after a long weekend in Las 
\ Vegas, yet the notebook packs a 
233MHz MMX Pentium CPU 
and a gorgeous 12.1 -inch screen. 

Sound impossible? It's hard to 
believe your eyes as you hold the 
3.2-pound ultraportable, then 
gaze into its generous display or 
work your fingers over its full- 
size keyboard. The Sojourn mea- 
sures less than three-fourths of 
an inch thick. The machine's 
portability is utterly miraculous. 

Sleight of Hand For all its 

featheriness, it's a full-featured 
notebook. Obviously you can't 
squeeze ports, a CD-ROM drive, 
and a floppy drive into its wafer- 
thin height. Instead, a multi- 
media slice snaps Lego-like onto 
the bottom of the machine, rais- 
ing its height to 1.58 inches and 
its weight to 6 pounds. 

What's missing from this 
brew is a battery. A third slice 
measuring less than half an inch 
thick snaps onto the bottom of 
the multimedia module, feeding 
juice to your machine. The 
notebook itself has a very small 
nonremovable battery, which 
provides in the neighborhood 
of 1.5 hours of charge. With the 




battery slice attached, charge 
life jumps to 6 hours, according 
to company officials. 

But there's enough charge in 
the notebook itself for taking 
notes in a meeting or for dashing 
off quick memos on an airplane. 

You can later use the AC 
adapter in your hotel room for 
e-mail and serious productivity. 
The machine manages to wedge 
in two PC Card slots side by 
side, along with an infrared port, 
a headphone jack, a micro- 
phone, a small speaker, and a 
USB connector. So why no inte- 
grated modem? 

The price for this fine mal- 
leability is . . .we'll get to that 
in a moment. Usability is the 
machine's province. Not only is 
it ultraskinny and superlight, but 
the display is mesmerizingly 
bright and crisp and the key- 
board layout is excellent — even if 
function keys and cursor controls 
are unnecessarily undersized. 

Trade-off But be forewarned 
that there's almost no key travel 
whatsoever. Given this draw- 
back, the keys would benefit 
from a little more snap-over 
response. As it is, your fingers 
have to adapt. But adapt they 
will. The machine's usability 
overall is splendid.

It also uses M-JPEG, a more effi- 
cient and easier-to-edit format 
than MPEG. You can't easily 
play M-JPEG without the Buz, 
but you can save files to AVI, 
QuickTime, or MPEG. 

Special Effects When it 

comes to software, the Buz 
bundle emphasizes usability 
over everything else. It includes 
an enhanced version of MGI's 
VideoWave, which is one of the 
friendliest video-editing prod- 
ucts on the market.

If you need extra hard drive 
space — and who doesn't these 
days — there's been a handful of 
options, none of them perfect. 
Iomega's Jaz Drive and 
SyQuest's Syjet are both rela- 
tively expensive, and the popu- 
lar Iomega Zip drive, while 
cheaper up front, is costly per 
megabyte and painfully slow. 
But SyQuest has finally broken 
the price-per-megabyte barrier 
with a 1GB, low-price wonder 
called the SparQ. It's the 
removable drive for those who 
don't yet have one — and maybe 
for some who already do. 

Do the Math The SparQ's 
best feature by far is its low 
price. SyQuest has managed to 
keep the price down in terms 
of both initial expense and 
additional media costs. The 
$199 drive includes one 1GB 
cartridge. At $99 for a pack of 
three, additional SparQ car- 
tridges run 4 cents per mega- 
byte, less than half the cost of 
Zip media and one-third the 
cost of Jaz disks. The car- 
tridges actually cost 3.4 cents 
per megabyte, but we feel 
comfortable rounding the 
price up since SyQuest 
rounded its megabyte down to 
1,000,000 bytes from the true 
measurement of 1,048,576 
bytes per megabyte. The 
result? A SparQ cartridge actu- 
ally holds 977MB of data, 
nearly 5 percent less than 
you'd expect. That's still a lot

of space, but if you're counting 
on the full gig, take note. 

Despite the somewhat 
inflated storage claims, the 
SparQ delivers Zip-killing per- 
formance, noticeably outper- 
forming a Zip drive in our 
subjective tests, copying large 
files and blocks of files to and 
from both drives. However, 
the SparQ still lags behind 
Iomega's pricier 1GB Jaz drive 
in our benchmark tests. 

While we tested a parallel- 
port version of the SparQ (one 
that includes a printer pass- 
through port), a slightly more 
expensive internal IDE version 
is available with faster perfor- 
mance. The IDE version may be

quick enough to run applica- 
tions, but the parallel-port ver- 
sion isn't quite up to speed 
when it comes to running drive- 
intensive apps. Higher-capacity 
drives like the Syjet and the Jaz 
are still tops for that. But for 
plain-old storage, the parallel- 
port SparQ is more than ade- 
quate. We were disappointed to 
learn that SyQuest isn't plan- 
ning a SCSI version of the prod- 
uct, which would deliver far 
superior throughput though it 
might raise the price. 

Hardware Headaches 

Our only major complaint 
with the SparQ is a rather 
clunky bit of installation soft- 
ware. The initial installation 
is actually done by a DOS 
program that starts a Win- 
dows program. When the 
installation routine failed to 
find the SparQ attached to a 
laptop, the DOS program was 
our only source of informa- 
tion. We were able to get the 
software installed without too 
much additional trouble, but 
it was not very helpful. If

same broad audience that 
Iomega has enjoyed, it needs 
to ditch the DOS routine. 

The SparQ gives you 
plenty of room to move, but 
it's not a hard drive replace- 
ment. If you're running apps, 
you'll want to go with a faster 
drive, like SyQuest's SyJet, 
Iomega's 1GB Jaz, or the new 
2GB Jaz (see "Pocket-size 
Hard Drive," April, page 96). 
But despite its installation 
quirks, the SparQ is a techni- 
cal achievement for the price. 
It definitely gives the Zip drive 
a run for best low-cost remov- 
able storage option. It's rela- 
tively fast, easy, and offers an 
incredible value for anyone 
who feels the pinch of dwin- 
dling hard drive space — or just 
needs to take their files on the 
road.

They're not zany enough for 
America's Funniest or ade- 
quately hip to make MTV, but 
lots of videos appear in Web 
pages and multimedia presen- 
tations.

These devices couldn't be 
easier to install — just plug them 
in. They competently capture 
video at resolutions up to 352 
by 240 pixels at 30 fps, ade- 
quate for Web pages and pre- 
sentations. All offer printer 
pass-through connectors and 
generous software bundles. If 
you want to capture higher- 
resolution video, you still need 
a traditional capture board. But 
when you're aiming for a Web 
or multimedia directorial debut, 
external video-capture devices 
deliver the moving goods. 

Stand Back We were 
taken with Videonics' Python. 
It does a commendable job of 
capturing MPEG video at 352- 
by-240-pixel resolution and 30 
fps, though the associated 
sound is fuzzy. The Python 
comes with Kai's PhotoSoap 
SE and programs for creating 
streaming Web video and video 
e-mail. The Python integrates

pages. ArcSoft's Zipshot, Videonics' Python, and FutureTel's 
Video Sphinx Pro [clockwise from top left) quickly capture 
video to your computer from your camcorder or VCR. 




these features into a single 
friendly interface, where you 
can trim extraneous frames 
from videos and use conve- 
nient sliders to adjust image 
settings and volume. 

In its battle with the 
Python, the FutureTel Video 
Sphinx Pro also captures first- 
rate MPEG video at 352 by 
240 and 30 fps, but its sound is 
a huge improvement over that 
of the Python. Unfortunately, 
the Video Sphinx Pro doesn't 
let you view video on your PC 
as you capture it, a feature the 
other two products include. 

Like the Python, the Sphinx 
has a single, well-organized 
software interface. You can 
edit MPEG videos, arrange

multimedia slide shows, and 
store files in albums with help- 
ful thumbnails.

Good Deal At $99, less 
than one-third the price of the 
others, the ArcSoft Zipshot is a 
terrific bargain. But you get half 
the performance. The Zipshot's 
jerky 320-by-240, 15-to-25-fps 
AVI video doesn't compare to 
video from the other devices. 

Aside from its rough video, 
the Zipshot does a solid job of 
grabbing still shots. It bundles 
image-editing software as well 
as products for multimedia 
postcards and videoconferenc- 
ing. At the low end of the mar- 
ket, the Zipshot is a steal. 

Overall, the FutureTel 
Video Sphinx Pro wins nar- 
rowly for its great combination 
of sound and video.

The latest edition, simply 
dubbed Bryce 3D, furthers that 
illusion by adding animation to 
its considerable bag of atmos- 
pheric tricks. 

As before, Bryce's specialty 
is enabling armchair artists to 
create something that looks like 
a real 3-D landscape — either 
one on this planet or some dis- 
tant one. You can choose from a 
wealth of preset terrains, rocks, 
skies, mountains, bodies of 
water, and so on. Then cus- 
tomize your creations with 
varying views, controls, filters, 
lights, and objects, which can 
include imported 3-D models 
from MetaCreations' Ray 
Dream Studio, Caligari's true- 
Space3, and other 3-D products. 
It takes a bit of trial and error to 
feel comfortable with Bryce 
3D's many options, in part 
because of its highly visual 
interface, which doesn't con- 
form to Windows 95 standards. 
But once you master this prod- 
uct, you'll have fun creating 
dazzling landscapes. 

Move Mountains In 

Bryce 3D, MetaCreations 
takes artistic license one step 
further by adding the ability 
to animate what you create. 
The program uses a keyframe 
system for designing anima- 
tions, which should be famil- 
iar to anyone who has done 
animation, and isn't difficult 
for novices to grasp. Bryce 
uses a time line at the bottom 
of the screen that lets you 
move back and forth through 
time or frames, as you move 
objects or change their attrib- 
utes. You can animate terrains 
and skies as well. 

The animation tools are set 



up in a fun, intuitive interface 
that has you up and running in 
no time. All 3-D animation 
programs could take a cue from 
Bryce's imaginative setup. 

The program's Advanced 
Motion Lab is a more tradi- 
tional keyframe sequencer that 
lets you refine your animations 
by adjusting the speed or 
velocity of changes. The ani- 
mation is then rendered — a 
process that takes some time — 
and can be output as AVI or 
QuickTime movies. 

The results are eerily realis- 
tic, with clouds and fog 
rolling in, the sun rising and 
setting, stars and planets mov- 
ing, seasons changing, and so 
on. And all this animation 



broadens Bryce's application 
scope. While before it was 
primarily a tool for creating 
backgrounds for Web sites, 
posters, and the like, the new 
animating features turn Bryce 
3D into an effective presenta- 
tion and video creator as well. 
Though its built-in tools tend 
to churn out landscapes that 
look like fantasy worlds, you 
can add purpose to its play- 
fulness by importing 3-D 
objects in OBJ, DXF, or 
3DMF formats. Unfortu- 
nately, the program cannot 
export your 3-D object data. 

Tricky Textures Bryce 3D 
has more 3-D features than 
earlier iterations. The new 
Hypertextures feature, for 
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Bryce 3D

Virus Patrols Walk the Beat 



Malicious viruses travel by 
more routes into your PC than 
ever. Where there once was just 
the floppy disk, today there are 
Internet downloads, e-mail, 
Microsoft Office macros, 
Iomega Zip drives, and your 
network buddy in the next 
cubicle. And it takes only one 
virus to ruin your whole day. 

In addition to top-selling 
utilities such as McAfee Viru- 
Scan and Symantec Norton 
Antivirus, there are two new 
products competing for the 
opportunity to patrol your hard 
disk: Inoculan Antivirus 5.0 
and Quarterdeck ViruSweep. 

Hidden Weapons Inocu- 
lan Antivirus and Quarterdeck 
ViruSweep work by loading 
into memory and using heuris- 
tic analysis to look for the pres- 
ence of viruses. For greater 
security, you can also schedule 
either program to perform 
automated scans of your hard 
disk, removable media, and 
network drives for more thor- 
ough checks. You can instruct 
both programs to display an 
onscreen message when a virus 
is found, like "Call 555-9999 
immediately." For added pro- 
tection and faster scanning, 
ViruSweep creates an integrity 
file that records the proper 
checksum for all the files on 
your hard disk. On subsequent 
scans, if the checksums don't 
match, the odds are good you 
have a virus. 

A virus program is only as 
good as its database of known 
viruses, which is often called a 
signature file. For the best pro- 
tection, you need to update the 
signature file frequently. Both 
programs let you download 
free monthly signature file 
updates for the first year via the 
Web. Quarterdeck uses its sep- 
arate TuneUp Service Manager 
utility to update ViruSweep, in 
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Watch Your Back: Find rogue 
viruses before they find your 
data. Quarterdeck ViruSweep 
[above] and Inoculan 
Antivirus monitor your system 
for signs of infection.

addition to all Quarterdeck 
applications on your hard disk, 
which is a useful service, pro- 
vided you have Internet access. 

Unfortunately, Inoculan 
Antivirus requires you to 
check for these updates manu- 
ally. But while both programs 
offer additional information on 
their Web sites (such as virus 
news, hoax warnings, and a 
virus encyclopedia), Inoculan 
Antivirus goes one better by 
including an online virus lab 
for uploading potential viruses 
for evaluation. 

Both programs are easy to 
operate, but Inoculan Antivirus 
has a friendlier interface. It has a 
handy toolbar for running 
checks, visiting the Internet,

downloading updates, and set- 
ting options. 

Background Checks 

While ViruSweep's interface 
isn't quite as polished, it has a 
leg up in the detection arena — 
not only does it use signature 
files, checksums, and other 
sophisticated detection tools, 
but it also recognizes illicit, 
viruslike behavior. If a new 
virus does manage to slip 
through the cracks, ViruSweep 
stops it cold when it attempts 
to perform functions such as 
illegally formatting a drive or 
renaming files. 

While these programs are 
new to the virus competition 
ring, both draw on a wealth of 
antiviral experience and either

would serve you well. Though 
we liked Antivirus's interface 
and Web site, Quarterdeck 
ViruSweep edged out Inoculan 
Antivirus by a hair: Its multi- 
faceted detection scheme offers 
better protection from new and 
undiscovered viruses. 

ViruSweep also offers advan- 
tages over market leaders 
Symantec Norton Antivirus or 
McAfee ViruScan. For exam- 
ple, McAfee lacks ViruSweep's 
scan scheduler, and Norton's 
interface doesn't let you scan 
specific subfolders on a drive — 
it's all or nothing. If the thought 
of an office-crippling virus 
attack frightens you, Quarter- 
deck ViruSweep is a reassuring 
friend to have.

Zip in Time WinZip has 
long stood the standard that all 
other Windows archive pro- 
grams aim to beat. Like the 
previous version, WinZip 6.3 
sports a valuable feature, 
CheckOut. This lets you cre- 
ate a temporary directory space 
to unpack a ZIP file, install the 
archived program, test it, and 
then delete it cleanly — much 
more thoroughly than Win- 
dows 95's Uninstall utility. 

But WinZip falls short in 
archive management. Sure, it 
searches your hard drive for 
files and makes a Favorite ZIPs 
folder. But you still find your- 
self conducting routine disk 
cleanups of all your files and 
temporary directories filled 
with the unarchived files.

A few of the additional fea- 
tures in these three programs 
solve nonexistent problems. 
For example, extracting files is 
as simple as selecting the file 
you want and then hitting 
Extract. Yet WinZip and 
TurboZip contain unnecessary 
extraction wizards. And nearly 
every e-mail program today 
automatically decodes your file 
attachments, so the Uudecoder 
in each program is redundant. 

Although not as intuitive as 
ZipMagic, TurboZip does hold 
the competitive edge for true 
archivists who need fast view- 
ing of file contents. But if 
you're a frequent downloader 
and incessant installer of 
unwanted programs, stick with 
the classic WinZip.

So imitation is the sincerest form of flattery . . . but imitation isn't always the sincerest 
form of CD-ROM. Hey, you've got a hit movie, a TV-character franchise, a superhero 
trademark? More power to you! Sell the CD-ROM rights! But please do this: If you or 
your company is compelled to spin off something onto CD-ROM, put more 
than two minutes of thought into it, and make sure it uses multimedia well, 
not just because it can. There's too much good stuff out there — with and 
without best-seller tie-ins — to tolerate anything that tries to get by with 
name-dropping. Here are some of the sinners as well as the spin-offs that 
rise to the challenge of reincarnation. 




BLADE RUNNER 
OOOOO 

The movie Blade Runner has its 
own niche in the monument to great sci-fi 
films. The movie is half hypothetical ideas 
about the basis of being and half film 
noir — dark, urban, and edgy. Blade Run- 
ner the CD-ROM matches the movie, plot 
turn for plot turn, shadow for shadow. The 
motion-captured animation is overdone at 
times, but that's the only flaw in a detective- 
adventure game blended with enough gun- 
play to mollify the action addicts. You play 
a blade runner whose job is to track and kill 
replicants, or bioengineered people.

and trim your little memory robbers to the 
minimum, or you get slow, jerky action, 
even on a Pentium II PC. Another lesson: 
Make sure the 3-D games you buy support 
your accelerator card. On my unsupported 
AGP system, even when the motion was 
acceptable, the terrific cut-scene animations 
were distorted beyond recognition. Shad- 
ows of the Empire performed better on my 
older PC with a Diamond Monster 3-D 
card, which the game supports. Jedi Knight 
played well on both machines, but its 3-D 
engine is more suited for a shooter game. It's 
OK for those addicted to such games, but it 
isn't a ground breaker. Both LucasArts CDs 
make some of the best use of music I've 
heard in a game. I don't expect any game to 
live up to the Star Wars trilogy, but these are 
at least as exciting as the soundtracks.

Dead enemies 
simply fade away, which cuts down on lit- 
tering. The few deadly creatures I encoun- 
tered lacked cunning artificial intelligence 
(as you find in id Software's Quake or 
Activision's Hexen), running right at me so 
missing them was impossible. I consider this 
a feature rather than a bug because I need all 
the help I can get. But more seasoned war- 
riors with, say, basic eye-hand coordination 
may find Turok too easy. It's worth a spin 
when you tire of the cramped quarters of 
Quake and want to get outdoors.

Purists yawn when they look at Windows 98, 
because its base architecture includes the exact same 
mix of 16-bit and 32-bit components Microsoft 
delivered back in August 1995. If you're looking for 
something new and dramatic under the hood, 
Windows 98 will be a disappointment. 

On the other hand, if you want to save several hours 
every time you install Windows, keep reading. The 
retail release of Windows 98 will roll up three years' 
worth of patches, bug fixes, updated drivers (more 
than 1,200 new drivers in the beta we looked at), and 
enhanced features, all on one CD. Toss in a smarter 
and radically streamlined setup process and you'll be 
able to upgrade any Windows 95 system in about an 
hour, without hassles. Oh, and it updates itself too. 

For comparison's sake, we tried installing the 
retail version of Windows 95 on a two-year-old PC; 
it took a full weekend. After we got Windows up and 
running, we needed to install Internet Explorer 4.01 
to get the benefit of Windows interface enhance- 
ments and the latest updates to core system files. We 
were stuck at 640 by 480 resolution, with frequent 
SCSI errors and no network support, until we used 
the newly installed Web browser to grab up-to-date

eclaim Your Hard Drive 



At a nickel per megabyte, the disk space you'll 
recover by converting a typical 2GB drive to FAT32 
format will pay for a major chunk of the Windows 
98 upgrade cost. Even if you install every Win98 
option, you still may end up with more available 
storage space than you started with. 

Although FAT32 debuted in the OSR2 release 
of Windows 95, Windows 98 is the first Microsoft 
operating system that officially includes a tool for 
converting existing drives to the new disk for- 
mat. (OSR2 users have to reformat the drive or 
use a third-party program like Partition Magic to 
change formats.) And the savings can be sub- 
stantial if your drives are larger than 1,024MB. 

On FAT 16 partitions created with the original 
retail release of Windows 95, the minimum stor- 
age unit is a 32K disk cluster— even a 1-byte file 
occupies a full cluster, wasting a frightful 
amount of space. By contrast, FAT32 partitions 
use clusters only 4K in size. As with EPA 
mileage estimates, the amount of storage space 
you'll reclaim varies, but we typically gained 
between 20 and 30 percent when we converted 
a well-used hard drive to FAT32.

Despite 
warnings that the conversion process might take 
hours, we found that converting to FAT32 was at 
most a five-minute job. Want to see how much 
extra disk space you'll have when you upgrade?

Your PC Will Run (Slightly) Faster 



Will your system suddenly kick into overdrive when 
you upgrade to Windows 98? Not exactly. In some 
places, like Control Panel's Add/Remove Programs 
applet, Windows 98 interface changes actually force you 
to wait longer. Overall, though, upgrading to the new 
OS will probably make your PC feel a bit zippier. 

Although the Windows architecture hasn't changed, 
most of Win98's core components have been fine-tuned 
for performance. The swap file manages itself more intel- 
ligently. A built-in Registry Checker compacts the sys- 
tem Registry when needed. The memory management 
and cache modules are tuned to work optimally with 4K 
clusters, making disk access from FAT32 partitions faster 
than the same operation on FAT16 drives. There are 
major networking improvements too, especially in 
Winsock support and the TCP/IP stack. 

Of course, if you really want to see improvements in 
perceived performance, you'll need a new system that 
fully supports the Advanced Configuration and Power 
Interface (ACPI) and OnNow— both of these standards

By contrast, Windows 95 forces 
you to power down, uninstall the offending device, 
and reboot into safe mode to remove the driver. 

Windows 98 's Setup program also creates an emer- 
gency boot disk that's more effective than Advil for 
curing startup headaches. This startup disk automati- 
cally adds real-mode drivers that let you access most 
IDE and SCSI CD-ROM drives from a DOS prompt. 
The disk also packs several megabytes' worth of com- 
pressed disk utilities, unstuffing them into a RAM disk 
every time you boot from the floppy disk. 

There are more startup goodies in Windows 98, 
including a System Configuration Utility that lets you 
set troubleshooting options without having to mess 
with the command line. There's also a Registry 
Backup/Restore utility that really works.

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Power management was rudimentary in the orig- 
inal release of Windows 95, although it was 
vastly improved over the proprietary solutions in 
Windows 3.1 and DOS. If you bought a notebook 
with OSR2 preinstalled, you saw significant 
improvements. But Windows 98 gives you total 
control over your notebook's power consump- 
tion, and if your system is less than a year old 
you'll experience major benefits by upgrading. 
Like 0SR2, Windows 98 automatically shuts 
down power to PC Card modems when they're 
not in use, plugging one of the biggest power 
leaks of all. The Power Meter applet displays 
information about multiple batteries, if your 
notebook supports this feature. And Windows 
98 lets you create individual profiles that deter- 
mine when the display and hard drive shut down 
or kick into low-power mode. 

Upgrading to Windows 98 also improves sup- 
port for PC Cards. It includes drivers for 32-bit 
CardBus devices (for connecting to a 100Mbps 
Fast Ethernet network, for example) and for 3.3- 
volt devices that consume less power than stan- 
dard 5-volt devices.

Double Your Desktop Space 



Before you pony up $1,500 or more for that spiffy 
new 21-inch monitor, see if you can clear a little 
extra room alongside your old one instead. Win- 
dows 98 includes a cool capability that gives you 
more viewable screen area for a fraction of the 
cost of a large-screen upgrade. Here's the deal. 

Keep your 17-inch monitor, pop in a second 
PCI video adapter, plug in a second monitor (even 
a 15-inch monitor will do), and use both displays 
simultaneously. After carefully checking the hard- 
ware compatibility lists, we bought a high-quality 
15-inch monitor for under $200, added a dirt- 
cheap S3 Virge card for about $100, and let Win- 
dows 98 install the right drivers with its Plug and 
Play magic. After a couple of reboots and a few 
stops in the Display Properties dialog box, we 
wound up with 20 percent more desktop area than 
that oversize monitor would have given us. 

As long as you've got enough spare PCI slots, 
you can install up to eight monitors on a Win- 
dows 98 system. There are some compatibility 
problems with older Windows applications, but 
Web browsers, Microsoft Office applications, 
and your favorite image editor should work well 
in Multi Monitor mode. You can choose different

resolutions and color depths for each display, 
easily dragging an application from one monitor 
to the other.

Eventually, it should allow PC-aware 
phones to use "call center" software that helps keep 
costs down by combining a contacts database, caller 
ID, and sophisticated least-cost routing algorithms. 
Northern Telecom (www.nortel.com) has already 
announced the first Windows 98 phone, designed to 
connect to a PC through the Universal Serial Bus, and 
others are sure to follow. For now, though, we're just 
happy to have a way to bypass rip-off long-distance 
rates at the average business hotel.

Web TV on Your PC 



Please don't tell Janet Reno that Microsoft is inte- 
grating Web TV into Windows 98. We've gotten 
used to watching CNN on our Windows 98 test 
system, and it would be a shame if this feature 
disappeared. 

Actually, Web TV for Windows is the least 
impressive part of the Broadcast Architecture com- 
ponents that are scheduled to appear in Windows 
98. It receives TV signals well enough, but only if 
you have a card in ATI's All-in-Wonder line— there 
are no drivers for other TV tuner cards. (Expect that 
to change for the first OEM service release of Win- 
dows 98.) And there's no shortage of bugs in the 
beta version of the Web TV code we looked at. 

So think long-range when you think of Broadcast 
Architecture. The interface and underlying system 
components will be the same as the ones available 
on Web TV set-top boxes, meaning that Windows 
98 users should have access to some nifty TV plus 
Internet features. You get listings for free, using a 
connection from www.starsight.com. Web TV works 
with the Windows Task Scheduler, letting you set 
reminders for shows you want to record. Presum- 
ably, consumer electronics designers will be able

Most intriguing of all is support for enhanced 
data delivery, which allows content providers to 
deliver Web pages over the unused portion (the ver- 
tical blanking interval) of a standard television sig- 
nal. Of course it's a one-way connection, but it's a 
clever way to deliver content for stock and news 
tickers and Internet Explorer Active Channels. 



Plug and Play Works (Finally) 



Plug and Play is still imperfect, but it works much, much 
better in Windows 98 than ever before. Part of the 
improvement comes from Microsoft's willingness to 
scale back the operating system's insistence on detecting 
and reconfiguring every device in sight: When you do an 
upgrade installation over Windows 95, the Setup routine 
assumes your existing configuration works and leaves 
settings done. There's also more Plug and Play hardware 
available today than there was in 1995, making it easier 
for the OS to discover information about resources. 
Curiously, the increasing popularity of Plug and Play 
BIOSs occasionally creates problems for Windows 98; 
the cure is to adjust the BIOS settings and tell the system 
you don't have a Plug and Play operating system. 

But the most profound improvements will come 
when USB peripherals hit the market, shortly after the 
release of Win98. Unlike devices that attach to serial 
and parallel ports or use internal slots, USB devices 
don't require IRQs, and you can daisy-chain up to 128 
USB peripherals without a problem — the connector

even supplies power. We've seen USB-connected 
speakers, scanners, mice, keyboards, digital cameras, 
and telephones, and that's just the beginning.

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How CDMA Works 




CDMA phones work only within regions latticed 
with CDMA antennae, which are connected to 
the cellular system equipment. Coverage 
regions are larger than analog's, and CDMA's 
digital foundation allows more calls within a 
cell, superior call clarity, and better security.

Cellular 

You can get a ticket for listening to the radio with 
headphones on while you're driving, but there isn't a 
cop around who'll pull you over for yakking on your 
cell phone. It's a ridiculous double standard, espe- 
cially since cellular phones are really minuscule 
radios. These tiny radios work within a cellular 
provider's large network of antennae. In a metropol- 
itan area, you're never far from at least one antenna's 
broadcast area, or cell. 

It used to be that all cell phones were analog and 
applied a signaling technique called advanced mobile 
phone service. But digital cellular phones are staging a 
successful coup in the portable phone market thanks to 
superior call quality, longer battery life, and advanced 
features like caller ID and text messaging. 

Digital phones work by converting, or digitizing, 
your voice signal into bits of data and then transmitting 
those bits as radio frequencies. Digitizing the signal safe- 
guards it against eavesdropping and phone-number 
cloning. Moreover, digital cellular can squeeze more calls 
into the same radio frequency than analog can, so service 
providers can charge less per minute for airtime. More 
available frequency also lets more cellular service 



providers enter the market, thereby creating competi- 
tion and driving down prices even further. 

TDMA Currently there are three types of digital 
phone protocols: TDMA, GSM, and CDMA. Each is 
defined by how it packs digitized voices onto the radio 
frequency. Time division multiple access (TDMA) is 
the oldest technology, and it isn't aging gracefully. 
TDMA divides radio frequencies into separate channels, 
assigning a specific channel to your call, then broadcasts 
that call with precision timing. TDMA technology 
yields three times the call capacity of analog, but moves 
voice at only 8Kbps — translating into poor call quality. 

GSM Global system for mobile communications 
(GSM) is based on the TDMA protocol. The major 
attraction to GSM, besides its crisp call quality, is its 
proven track record in Europe and Asia. It supports 
both voice and data transmission — voice at 13Kbps and 
data at 9,600bps (on the 1,800MHz frequency in Europe, 
and on the 1,900MHz in the U.S.). GSM uses smaller 
antennae cells than either of the other digital schemes, 
allowing for smaller phones, longer battery life, and sig- 
nificantly greater call capacity. Of course the smaller the 
cells, the more antennae are needed — a fact that pushes 
up GSM prices. GSM's popularity is growing in the 
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3. Reception and Connection: The closest CDMA antenna 
catches your phone's radio broadcast and passes it on to a central 
switching computer. This computer recognizes your phone's ID code so 
that the cellular provider can track your calls and total airtime for billing 
purposes. The computer connects you to the public switched telephone 
network at the phone company's central office, or to another cellular 
user on the system. 



4. Recognition: Voice reaches your phone in the 
form of data packets. Your phone is first notified over 
a special paging or control channel that you have an 
incoming call. Then your phone recognizes the specia 
coding that identifies your conversation, and it 
assembles the appropriate packets back into speech 




United States, often under the moniker of personal com- 
munications service or PCS. In truth, PCS refers to any 
digital phone that operates at 1,900MHz; there are also 
TDMA and CDMA versions of PCS phones. A draw- 
back of GSM is that while it's growing, its U.S. coverage 
area is the smallest of the three digital protocols. 

CDMA Code division multiple access (CDMA) also 
broadcasts your calls in packets, but unlike TDMA, all 
calls move within the same channel. Conversations are 
distinguished from one another by the special codes that 
are assigned to them. When you use your CDMA phone, 
it actually receives all the calls being transmitted within 
the cell that you occupy, but only those with your call's 
special code are assembled back into voice from their 
packaged state. Individual CDMA cells are the largest of 
the three digital protocols. CDMA manages these huge 
expanses of cell space because its smart phones automat- 
ically power down when close to an antenna and increase 
power when far away. Like GSM, CDMA transmits 
voice at 13Kbps and data at 9,600bps, but provides the 
best clarity of all the digital protocols and up to 20 times 
the call capacity of analog. (For more details, see "How 
CDMA Works," above.) CDMA operates at either 
800MHz or 1,900MHz frequency bands. Qualcomm, 



the company that pioneered CDMA for commercial 
use, recently announced a dual-band phone called the 
QCP 2700 that lets you switch between CDMA's two 
frequencies. CDMA, like TDMA, can also switch back 
to analog in a pinch. But beware — all too often a digi- 
tal connection is dropped in favor of a stronger, but 
lower-quality, analog connection. 

CDPD Another acronym you'll encounter when 
shopping for a cellular phone is CDPD, or cellular dig- 
ital packet data. It's an Internet protocol that overlays 
cellular telephone networks. CDPD lets you send data 
over idle frequencies on a cellular network at 19.2Kbps 
in the 800MHz to 900MHz range. Some cell phones 
work as CDPD modems that you can plug into your 
notebook or PDA. Designed for frequent message 
bursts, CDPD is used primarily for e-mail. Some ser- 
vices, such as Bell Atlantic's Mobile AirBridge, offer 
Internet service for around $50 per month. 

Verdict: Unless you live in a region that doesn't offer 
digital coverage, go with CDMA. It offers four to five 
times the call capacity of GSM, the clearest call quality 
of the three digital protocols, enhanced privacy, and 
more talk time due to less power consumption.

How Infrared Works 



Infrared OR) is the portion of the electromagnetic spectrum just above 
microwave radio and just below visible light. IR can carry data, though 
transmissions are limited to line of sight. And IR can wirelessly connect 
your PC to a printer or to another computer for exchanging files. 




1. Positioning: To print a file 
from your notebook or PDA, place 
the device within 3 feet of the 
IR-compatible printer. Aim its IR 
port (also called a photodiode) 
directly at the photodiode of 
the printer. 



2. Transmission: Pulses of infrared 
light pass back and forth between the two 
devices, carrying the packets of data. The 
bits that comprise the packets are 
communicated as on/off pulses of infrared 
light. These pulses are read as binary code 










3. Reception: The 

photodiode receives the packets, 
which are translated back into 
data. The printer or PC on the 
receiving end then processes the 
data just as it would process 
data received from a cabled 
network connection. 




4. Interruption: If, for example, an object obstructs the cone of infrared 
pulses while information is being transmitted, the signal will be blocked. However, 
the sending device will recognize the error and retransmit the lost information. 







Infrared 

A cell phone is a business staple, but it is by no means the 
most prevalent wireless technology. That honor goes to 
infrared (IR). If you've got a TV remote control, you've 
got an IR device. But a cone of IR light can do much 
more than transport you from the world of Homer 
Simpson to that of Jim Lehrer. 

IR moves data between two devices by sending rapid 
on/off pulses of light that act as binary code. The 
Infrared Data Association (IrDA), an industry stan- 
dards organization, has established the frequencies at 
which data travels via IR. The original standard set a 
maximum exchange rate of 115.2Kbps, but the newly 
approved version 1.1 — nicknamed Fast IR — picks up 
the pace to 4Mbps. (For details on IR see "How 
Infrared Works," above.) 

That's fast enough for wireless networking, and 
companies such as Puma Technology and JVC offer IR 
network kits that use one or more omnidirectional, ceil- 
ing-mounted receptor hubs. All computers on the net- 
work must have a line of sight to this receptor. Similar 
ceiling hubs are also used on the floor of the New York 
Stock Exchange so traders can use infrared PDAs 
instead of phones to make trades. 



The most practical and most practiced application for 
IR is clearing up a workspace by using wireless net- 
works, printers, keyboards, and mice. (For the best IR 
products and wireless devices, see "Wireless Wonders," 
page 190.) But the usable range of these devices is only 
about 3 feet, and they're restricted to line of sight. 

Verdict: Infrared is an easy wireless choice because 
it's built into so many notebooks, PDAs, and printers. 
But while IR is an effective, secure way to transfer 
data, its short range and line-of-sight requirement 
doesn't work in many office situations. 

Packet Radio 

Need access to your e-mail? You don't have to wait 
until there's a phone jack nearby. Packet radio — 
though not as reliable as a traditional dial-up phone 
connection — lets you wirelessly send and receive data 
from almost anywhere using a notebook or PDA and 
a wireless modem PC Card. And unlike other e-mail 
services, your message never touches the public 
switched telephone network. Packet radio is also 
faster, more dependable, and less expensive than the 
alternative: a cellular modem connection. 
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Packet radio gets its name from the way it sends 
data — in small bursts, or packets. There are currently 
two networks that support packet radio transmis- 
sions: RAM Mobile Data and ARDIS. These services 
give you not only instantaneous, wireless e-mail, but 
also connections to various news and information 
services. Both services send and receive data at rates 
ranging between 4.8Kbps and 19.2Kbps depending 
on the amount of data. Though RAM and ARDIS sup- 
port Web browsing, loading graphical Web pages is a 
slow process. It's faster to have the text versions of 
Web pages mailed to you. Simply submit the desired 
URLs to the network to which you subscribe. 

The radio modems that you use to access RAM 
Mobile Data and ARDIS are proprietary, and therefore 
don't work for receiving other kinds of calls. The 
radio modem card that operates with ARDIS — the 
sleek Motorola Personal Messenger 100D — is priced 
between $190 and $560 depending on your airtime 
agreement. Still, accessing the RAM Mobile Data and 
ARDIS networks isn't cheap. While there's no limit on 
the amount of data you can send, it costs about $50 per 
month to use ARDIS's IKON e-mail service. If you 
choose RAM Mobile Data's service, you'll pay a $50 



one-time activation fee, and between $9 and $109 per 
month depending on which plan you choose. 

Verdict: Packet radio is for power users who want to 
stay in touch no matter where they are. It's great for 
getting e-mail, some file transfers, and dedicated cor- 
porate applications, but Web surfing is slow. With 
speeds of 4.8Kbps to 19.2Kbps for sending and 
receiving data, it's not the fastest way to connect. 

Radio Frequency 

Radio frequency (RF), like infrared, is used primarily as 
a means of sending data within the confines of rooms and 
buildings. But RF isn't limited to short, line-of-sight 
transmissions. Depending on its frequency, strength, and 
data load, an RF signal can have a range of hundreds of 
feet or more. And RF can penetrate windows, walls, and 
bathroom stalls, barriers that would block IR. (For more 
details, see "How Radio Frequency Works," above.) 

As with infrared, you'll find a wide selection of RF 
wireless networks, printers, keyboards, and mice. Because 
RF is broadcast from these devices omnidirectionally, 
you don't have to worry about accurate pointing as you 
do with IR. Of course if the person in the cubicle next to

you uses the same type of RF mouse you do, you might 
experience some interference that you can avoid with IR. 

A wireless network is the most practical use for RF. 
Radio frequency networks can be stand-alone entities, 
but typically they're used as wireless extensions of 
wired Ethernet networks. The drawback to RF? Its 
cost: two to three times that of wired networks. 

Verdict: Radio frequency is the best choice for wireless 
networks because of its speed and ability to move data 
over longer distances and through walls. For peripherals 
it's also a good bet; choose it over IR when you can. 

Satellite 

When it comes to radio, the best antenna is the tallest 
antenna. That's because the higher you go, the fewer 
signal-blocking obstacles you confront. Accordingly, 
the sky's the limit with the next generation of wireless 
technologies. Enter satellite-based networks. 

Unlike satellite TV and Internet connections, such as 
Hughes' DirecDuo, you don't have to own a satellite 
dish to use these networks. Instead, you use a special 
phone or pager that links to the nearest satellite in the 
system — whether you're in Peoria or Papua New Guinea. 



One of the first such networks is Motorola's Iridium 
system, slated to roll out in September. Iridium is made 
up of 66 satellites in low Earth orbit, some 483 miles up. 
(For more details, see "How Iridium Works," above.) 
Using an Iridium handheld phone, pager, or telephone 
booth, you'll be able to communicate with both cellular 
phones and regular phones, as well as Iridium devices. 

The promise of sending and receiving voice or data 
from anywhere on Earth is enticing, but there are down- 
sides to Iridium. First, because data travels such long dis- 
tances, it moves slowly — at a mere 2.4Kbps. Second, all 
those state-of-the-art satellites are expensive: Phones are 
expected to cost up to $3,000, and airtime charges are esti- 
mated to be 25 percent higher than long-distance rates. 

More futuristic systems, including Globalstar, 
Odyssey, and Teledesic — the one Bill Gates is backing — 
use as many as 840 satellites each. With more satellites 
comes the promise of faster speeds for broadband Net 
connections: from 64Kbps to as high as 155Mbps. 

Verdict: For the short term, Iridium and other satellite- 
based systems are expensive tools suitable only for 
those in remote locations. But in the long run, satellites 
could very well compete with both cellular and tradi- 
tional phone systems. Stay tuned.

333MHz Powerhouse 



Their prices vary by nearly $2,000. The fastest 
outpaces the slowest by more than 1 5 percent. 
Some come loaded to the gunwales; others are 
bare-bones. But all of the 333MHz Pentium II sys- 
tems we tested deliver unbeatable performance 
across the widest range of business apps. 

When you draw a trio of threes in a poker hand, your luck 
can go either way. When the same triptych describes your 
system's clock speed, you've hit the jackpot. 

Intel's top-of-the-line 333MHz MMX Pentium II CPU 
is today's chip of choice for rendering 3-D graphics, playing 
full-motion video and animation sequences in business pre- 
sentations, and running power-hungry CAD and scientific 
modeling applications. The chip is also the best choice for 
meat-and-potatoes spreadsheets and word processors. It's a 
relatively small uptick in clock speed from the 300MHz 
version of the chip introduced only a few months ago, and 
prices for the faster CPU remain virtually the same. 

That's one reason to buy a 333MHz Pentium II. PC 
Computing's Labs can give you several others. We put thir- 
teen 333MHz PCs through an exhaustive gamut of Win- 
dows application tests to determine not only which systems 
were faster, but why. We also compared them with a next- 
generation Pentium II (due out by the time you read this) 
based on the BX chip set running at 350MHz. The prerelease 
test system from motherboard maker BCM has a higher 
clock speed as well as a speedier bus: 100MHz, compared 
with the LX chip set's 66MHz. In our tests the BCM system 
outpaced the fastest 333MHz contender by 38 percent. 

For the most part, the 333MHz systems stacked up toe-to- 
toe. All come with 64MB of RAM. All but the Amax Engi- 
neering Power Station 6333 use synchronous DRAM chips. 




Best Overall: Gateway 2000's G6-333 has 
everything you could ask for-unbeatable speed, 
cutting-edge technology, and first-rate usability. It 
outpaced every other machine in this roundup, and 
comes with an eye-popping 14GB hard drive, a DVD 
drive, and a Zip drive. You also get a raft of software. 

And while secondary cache technologies vary from machine 
to machine, all come with 512K. This means that overall per- 
formance differences played out in disk and video speed. 

Holy Cow Gateway 2000's G6-333 is a case in point. The 
machine's performance was stunning — almost across the 
board. It was fastest in Windows application tests, aided by 
fiery-fast disk performance from IBM's DTTA 371400 hard 
drive. Video performance in our tests was also speedy, 
though less so when running graphics applications. 

In line with this performance, the G6-333's credentials are 
impeccable.

of the lot. There's also a DVD drive, a Zip drive, two USB 
ports, a fax modem, and a superb Boston Acoustics audio sys- 
tem with a subwoofer. When your needs call for a top-of-the- 
Jine business box, the G6-333's got your name on it. 

If the machine's $2,805 price tag is too steep, NEC's 
Direction SPL 333 costs $2,398 yet delivers performance 
that's almost as fast. As with the Gateway machine, speedy 
hard drive performance gave it the edge. 

There's plenty under the Direction's hood, too. You get 
a 9GB hard drive, a blazing 32-speed CD-ROM drive, a 
56Kbps fax modem, integrated audio, and a fine pair of 
Altec Lansing ACS90 speakers. As dollar value goes, you 
won't find better bang for the buck. 

Easy Upgrades Where usability is concerned, Polywell 
Computers' Poly 7333 MD2 puts offerings from blue-chip 
makers to shame. It was the only machine we tested that 
provided a slot for a second CPU. Three of four memory 
slots are free. In addition to the PCI/AGP slot, there are three 
PCI slots, one ISA slot, and one shared slot. No other 
machine scales up as well. All components are exceptionally 
easy to reach, making upgrades and repairs a snap. Its $2,650 
price is a little steep, but at least you get an 8.4GB hard drive. 

Sys Technology's Performance Pro 333 gets a nod for its 
performance. The machine's $2,649 sticker is a bit high, 
given that the hard drive is only 6.4GB and the 24-speed 
CD-ROM drive turned in mediocre performance. 

When our testing was finished, some results left us 
scratching our heads. Dell's Dimension XPS D333 turned 
in the second-fastest disk performance. But the machine's 
overall performance was unremarkable — uncharacteristi- 
cally so for a Dell. Worse, it's pricey at $2,829. On the 
other hand, that price fetches a big 8.4GB hard drive, a 
DVD drive, excellent audio and speakers, and a fax modem. 




Hewlett-Packard's Vectra VL was also a bit of a mystery. 
The machine performed mighty well. But $3,030 is high 
when you consider that the hard drive is 6.4GB and the 
machine lacks Zip and DVD drives, a fax modem, speakers, 
and AGP graphics. Its usability could use work as well

cooling pipe for the CPU blocks access to memory slots. 
Removing the CPU daughterboard is also awkward. 

But if you think the Vectra's price is high, consider the 
Compaq Deskpro 6000 Model 6333X's: $4,100. It buys you a 
4.3GB hard drive, a 24-speed CD-ROM drive, a 4MB Matrox 
Millennium II AGP graphics card, integrated Ethernet, and a 
fax modem. Performance was fine. But we'll wait for a sale. 

Like the Gateway G6-333, Micron's Millennia XKU 
with Fusion 3D comes with both a DVD drive and a Zip 
drive. It's also got a fax modem and splendid audio. But per- 
formance was average, and the machine's $3,173 price is sec- 
ond only to the Compaq. You can do better for the money. 

Acma Computers' Exp Pro PII 333 and Amax Engi- 
neering's Power Station 6333 are peas in a pod. Both come 
with 6.4GB hard drives, 32-speed CD-ROM drives, audio, 



and speakers. Both are middling performers. The $2,499 
Amax Power Station, however, is almost $200 cheaper and 
comes with more video memory (8MB vs. 4MB) and a Zip 
drive. It's the better of the two, but it doesn't match the 
NEC Direction for price/ performance value. 

Neither does DirectWave's $2,499 MVP VX2-333, 
though the system is loaded. It comes with a big 8.4GB hard 
drive, a 32-speed CD-ROM drive, a 56Kbps fax modem, a 
USB port, audio, and a decent pair of speakers. It's a fine 
system to consider. 

Packard Bell NEC's Platinum 5200 is another alterna- 
tive. Its $2,479 price tag nabs you a 6.2GB hard drive, a 
DVD-ROM drive, a fax modem, audio, and speakers (built 
into the monitor). The only complaint we have is with 
performance — it brought up the rear.

Value Desktops 

The $1,000 price is a shocker. The best part is 
these systems provide more than enough power 
for your bread-and-butter business applications. 
Yet they cost less than half the price off a 333MHz 
system. Which gives you better bang for the 
buck? You do the math. 



What can you expect from a PC that costs less than an off- 
the-rack suit from Macy's? Quite a lot, as it turns out. Pow- 
ered by 200MHz and 233MHz Pentium, Pentium II, 
AMD-K6, and 6x86 CPUs with big L2 caches and 32MB of 
memory, the systems we tested deliver plenty of performance 
for typical business apps. They're primed for multimedia, 
thanks to 24- and 32-speed CD-ROM drives, 3-D video accel- 
erators — many of which come with 4MB of memory — plus 
audio and speakers. Most even feature 56Kbps fax modems. 
If there's any component that will leave you wanting, it's the 
small 14- and 15-inch monitors (included in the $1,000 price). 
Beg, borrow, or steal to get a 17-inch model. 

Magitronic Technology's G-P2233 exemplifies the best 
of this new breed of PC. It's the only 233MHz Pentium II 
in our roundup. Not surprisingly, it was far and away the 
fastest among $1,000 machines — still, that's around 50 per- 
cent slower than the 333MHz systems. It's also loaded. It 
comes with a 3.2GB hard drive, a 24-speed CD-ROM drive, 
and a 33.6Kbps fax modem. There's an AGP slot and two 
USB ports. Its usability is also top-notch. 

CompUSA PC's American A233 lagged well behind the 
Magitronic G-P2233 in performance, but only slightly 
behind Everex Systems' superfast AGI MMX 233. 
Arguably, the American A233 offers better dollar value than 
its faster competitors. Outfitted with a 233MHz MMX Pen- 
tium CPU, it has a big 512K L2 cache and six memory slots 
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Best Overall: Who says one grand doesn't buy a 
lot of PC? Magitronic Technology's G-P2233 was 
the only Pentium II in this roundup. Its 
performance blew all the other systems away. 
The machine's loaded, too. There's a 3.2GB hard 
drive, a 4MB video card, and a fax modem. 

for bumping up its DRAM to as much as you need. Its 
4.3GB hard drive is larger than the Magitronic's, and its 32- 
speed CD-ROM drive and 56Kbps fax modem are faster. 

Room to Grow For usability, look to Everex's AGI 
MMX 233. Not coincidentally, it was the second-fastest sys- 
tem in our testing, thanks to a monster 1,024K L2 cache. The 
machine has six memory slots (four are available). Everything 
within its case is easy to reach for upgrades and repairs. 
Kudos for the microphone and speaker ports on the sound 
card. This PC earns a near-perfect score for usability. 

Like the Magitronic G-P2233, Packard Bell NEC's

Talk 
about stretching your dollar. 



Best Usability: Everex's speedy AG I MMX 233 is 

built for upgrades. It has four empty memory slots, 
and everything in the case is easy to reach. Plus 
the AGI MMX 233 was the second fastest 
performer, thanks to its whopping 1 ,024K L2 cache. 



Multimedia S700 comes with a monster 5.1GB hard drive. 
Unfortunately, it has a small, 256K L2 cache, which no doubt 
contributed to its middle-of-the-pack performance. The All 
Computer Technology Value BR-998, the CompUSA PC 
American A233, and the Comtrade First SC5-233 all come 
with big 4.3GB hard drives. The 200MHz Value BR-998 
was slightly slower than the speedy American A233 — but 
it was faster than several 233MHz machines and includes a 
56Kbps fax modem. It's a solid value. 

The Polywell Computers Poly 500QX2 is powered by 
a 200MHz K6 chip from AMD. Its performance was quite 
good — faster than that of several 233MHz Pentium boxes. 
The CyberMax Computer PowerMax 2 uses the MMX 
version of Cyrix's 6x86. Its performance was weak, but it 
comes with a decent 3.2GB hard drive and a 56Kbps fax 
modem. It's not a bad buy, but you can certainly find 
more giddyap for the dollar. 

Bring In the Specialists If you can't afford a 17-inch 
monitor, the Seanix Baby Grand-CS and the Packard Bell 
Multimedia have the best screens for clarity, focus, and color. 
If CD-ROM performance is paramount, the drives on the 
Amax Engineering Power Station Plus 5200 and the Comp- 
USA American blew the others away. (Unfortunately, the 
Power Station's overall performance was less inspired.) And 
if you're looking for a great software bundle, the CyberMax 
PowerMax 2, the Magitronic G-P2233, the Micro X MVD- 
5100, and the Packard Bell Multimedia are your best bets. 

Did we find any machines that'll steer you wrong? The 
Compaq Presario 2240' s dreary performance and stingy 
configuration — a 2.1GB hard drive and only a 20-speed 
CD-ROM drive — can't keep pace with the other systems. At 
least it comes with a fax modem. And the Comtrade First 
SC5-233 had the second- slowest performance overall next 



to the Presario. But none of these systems is a dog. And given 
their impossible prices, that says a lot. While the 333MHz 
machines may outpace them and come with more frills, these 
$1,000 boxes are more than adequate to handle all of your 
bread-and-butter Windows 95 applications.

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Oh, your aching eyes. Staring 
down an undersize monitor 
wasn't exactly what you had in 
mind when you moved into the corner 
office.

There is a better way one that will bring 
relief to both your bleary eyes and your 
superhuman workload. It s simple: Buy a 
bigger monitor. And make it one of the 
new affordable 19-inchers. These beauties 
deftly balance the practicality of a 
monitor designed for everyday business 
chores with the versatility of one that 
equips you for occasional presentations, 
desktop publishing, and design work. A 
19-inch monitor offers roughly 25 percent 
more screen room than a 17-inch display,

often taking up the same space. And at prices ranging 
from about $700 to $1,200, the 19-inch monitors typ- 
ically cost around $600 less than their 21-inch siblings. 

Better still, 19-inch monitors don't skimp on the 
essentials. All 13 of the monitors we tested display 
color-rich images at 1,600 by 1,200 resolution or 
higher, and all have a 0.28mm or smaller dot pitch. 

Is stepping up to a 19-inch display really worth it? 



Your eyes, no doubt, will tell you yes. But so will 
your wallet. In the PC Computing Usability Labs we 
found that even the tightest budgets can afford to 
upgrade, showing that a 19-inch monitor pays for itself 
in about a month and a half thanks to the productivity 
boost you get from all that extra room to work in. And 
that's not all: You'll reclaim more than 17 hours per 
month working on a bigger screen. (For more details 
about monitor return on investment see "Monitor the 
Payback," below.) 

The Jury's Out To help you choose a 19-inch 
display we rounded up 13 contenders. The naked eye 
remains the only reliable, realistic way to judge a 
monitor, so we brought in a group of experienced 
Windows users to test the displays. 

We obscured all logos and brand names on the 
products so that the testers would evaluate the moni- 
tors strictly on their image quality. Our testers com- 
pared the monitors to one another, side by side, to see 
how well each fared in displaying a photo-quality 
image. They also rated each monitor for color quality, 
photorealism, and text sharpness. Finally, our testers 
evaluated each display's controls to see which were 
easiest to use for fine-tuning. 

While a monitor's image quality determines what 
your eye sees, it isn't the only factor. Just as critical to 
overall image quality is your system's video card. To 
level the playing field in our tests, we displayed each of 
the monitors on identically configured PCs. Our video 
card of choice? PC Computings MVP Award winner, 
the 8MB Number Nine Revolution 3D (see "The Best 
225 Products of the Year," January, page 171). After

monitors. Each monitor was set to its 
optional resolution-800 by 600 forthe 
15-inch; 1,024 by 768 forthe 17-inch; 
and 1 ,280 by 1 ,024 forthe 1 9-inch. The 
testers worked their way through nine 
tasks that mirrored real-world use. 
We logged the amount of time it 



took for the testers to complete each 
task with each monitor configuration. 
We then calculated ROI based upon 
PC Computing subscriber data. (To 
plug your own salary and time spent 
using a computer into the ROI 
equations, get the spreadsheet 
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all, if you invest in a 19-inch monitor you'll want to 
make sure that your graphics card can keep up. 

Knockout Images You'd think with so many 
contenders it would be hard to single out a clear win- 
ner. But that was hardly the case. The Sony Multiscan 
GDM-400PS swept both our head-to-head compari- 
son and overall image ratings, achieving near- 
perfect scores for color and image quality. Only in text 
sharpness, where it finished in a respectable tie for 
fifth, did the Sony monitor fare less than brilliantly. 
Even its controls, with zoom and self-diagnosis fea- 
tures, were judged innovative and intuitive. 

In fact, the only thing we don't like about the 
Multiscan GDM-400PS is its $1,200 price tag. In 
keeping with Sony tradition, that's a hefty premium 
over most of its 19-inch competitors. But with this 
monitor you get what you pay for. 

Thankfully, our jury testers also found that you 
don't need to spend as much for a worthy display.

Iiyama's VisionMaster 450 finished a close second to 
the Sony monitor in both the comparative and over- 
all rankings. It excelled in both color and image qual- 
ity, particularly when testers viewed a photo-quality 
image. Like the Sony, it received good but not great 
marks for its text display. Its controls were deemed 
simple, if limited. And at $899, the VisionMaster 450 
could stake a claim to being one of the best values in 
this 19-inch bunch. 

But Iiyama may rightly have to share that honor 
with the 19-inch monitors from ViewSonic, Nokia, 
and CTX. In our tests, the ViewSonic G790 ($899) 
finished just behind the Iiyama monitor by the closest 
of margins, and was among the top four in overall 
color and image quality. Its only weakness was its text 
display, which was judged only fair. Likewise, the 
CTX VL950 ($799) scored in the top five for both our 
screen-to-screen comparisons and overall ratings, with

consistently good ratings for color, image, and text 
quality. Nokia's 446Xpro ($899) finished a notch 
below the CTX monitor, but still posted good scores in 
each category. And the Nokia monitor tied for fifth 
place in our head-to-head showdown. And all three 
monitors are priced to move — as in moving your 15- 
inch monitor to someone else's desk to make way for 
your new 19-inch display. 

Name Game You'll find another big name worth 
considering, too, especially if 19-inch monitor prices 
keep falling. Philips' Brilliance 109 ($1,049) tied for 
third place with the CTX VL950 in our overall rank- 
ings, with very good color and image quality, plus 
unsurpassed text clarity. But the Philips display 
received notably bad reviews for its controls: Testers 
described them as confusing and obscure. 

The middle of this 19-inch pack, while not out- 
standing, showcases some pretty good monitors. 
TeleVideo's SuperView Pro SVP300 ($819) and Cor- 
nerstone's Color 45/101sf ($925) each landed right in 
the middle of our head-to-head and overall rankings, 
with no glaring weaknesses. The SuperView Pro's 
color and image quality were slightly better than the 
Color 45/101sf's, but the Color 45/101sf tied the Bril- 
liance 109 for the sharpest text display of the entire 
group. CyberVision's C92 ($685) had very good 
image-quality scores — better overall than those of the 
Cornerstone and TeleVideo displays — and sports a 
rock-bottom price, but delivered only lukewarm colors 
and fair text. None of the three had very good controls. 

Two other familiar names in displays produced 
respectable performance across our tests. Princeton

Graphic System's EO90 ($749), in fact, showed some 
of the best image quality in this group, tying for fourth 
place in that category. But our testers ranked it near the 
bottom because of its mediocre color quality and text 
display. Eizo Nanao's FlexScan FX-D7 ($1,079) was a 
steady performer, with solid image and text scores. 

Not Picture-perfect Two of our 13 models 
clearly didn't make the grade in this visually demand- 
ing field. Sampo's Alpha Scan 810 ($689) fared well in 
our 16-million-color image test, but was below par in 
every other respect. Mag Inno Vision's DJ800 ($800) 
didn't manage any highs, just a series of fair to disap- 
pointing scores across the board. 

But there are more good choices than ever in this 
roundup, and the sheer number of new 19-inch mon- 
itors means there are plenty of bargains for you to 
choose from. So there's no need to grin and bear it 
with a smaller monitor any longer. 




Take Control

Slow Start Surprisingly, the 
scanner that gave us the most 
setup grief was a parallel-port 
model — the Microtek 
ScanMaker X6. It wouldn't 
install on our first test system, 
a 200MHz Pentium PC, but 
later installed successfully on 
our 266MHz Pentium 
notebook.
